WASHINGTON, Wednesday; March 3. 
—In executive session late last night the 


Senate confirmed the nominations of «| 


four of the five members of the Federal 


ation only from George Rublee, Progres- 
sive, of New’ Hampsbire. 

Republicans vigorously opposed’ Mr. 
Rublee, and debate on his name con- 
tinued after the ears had been ap- 
proved. 

Later, after prolonged debate, . the 
Senate laid Mr. Rublee’s : nomination 
aside and took. up other business: in 
executive session. Mr. Rublee’s friends 
admitted that it was doubtful ‘if his 
nomination would again be taken up at’ 
this séssion. 

The four whose ‘nominations were con- 
firmed are Joseph E. Daviés of “Wis- 
consin, Edward N. Hurley of* Tlinois, 
W. J. Harris of Georgia, (Democrats,) 
W. H.. Parry of Seattle,” Wash‘, ere 
gressive Republican.)~ 

The Republicans began their fight by. 
insisting that only the three’ Democrats 
should be confirmed, > contendifig. that 
the President in not naming’a regular 
Republican had failed to éonform tothe 
law requiring minority ‘representation 
on the commission. Later opposition to 
Mr. Parry practically wes withdrawn. 

President ‘Wilson told ‘callers yester- 
day that he expected to-call an extra 
session of the Senate after March 4, 
unless his nominations for the Federal 
Trade Commission were: confirmed be- 
fore adjournment. 

President Wilson, it was reported, had 
conveyed word to the Senators that he 
wished the Trade Commission confirmed 
because he did not desire to inaugurate 
the commission with recess appointees. 


GANGRENE GERM ISOLATED. 


Antitoxin Used with Favorable Re- 
sults by Dr. Weinberg in Paris. 
Special Cable to. THE New. YORK ‘TIMES 
PARIS, March 2.~-Dr. Roux, head of 
the. Pasteur. Institute, yesterday com- 
municated to.the Academy of Sciences 
an important discovery in the torm of 
gangrene anti-toxin, recently made by 

Dr. Weinberg. 

In examination of fifty cases of gas- 
eous gangrene—the most deadly compli- 
cation in -wounds, according to statis- 
tics—Dr. Weinberg succeeded in isolat- 
ing the causative microbe. With a 
series of -cultures experiments were 
made on guinea. pigs, dogs, and horses, 








and. an ‘anti-toxin was obtained which 
produced favorable results when a 22- 
cubic centimeter dose was injected in a 
gangrenous patient.

WORRIED OVER WAR, 
SHE LEAPS TO DEATH 


All Mrs. Heubner’s Kin Were at 
the Front — Ends Life 
in Sanitarium. 


-Mrs. Anna Heubner, ,wife of Henry 
Heubner,- who. owns .4 barber: shop at 
2,473 Broadway, near: Ninety-second 
Street, was taken by her husband: on 
Monday to the*private sanitarium of Dr. 
H. §S, Ogilvie, at 3 West Eighty-first 
Street, suffering from a-nervous break- 
down. Two nurses were assigned to 
eare for her. She quickly regained her 
spirits and it was believed that her re- 
covery would” be rapid. Her husband 
called to see her yesterday aftérnoon 
and they were together for. an “hour. 
When he left she seemed happy. 

A few minutes ‘before 8 o’clock last 
night Mrs. ‘Heuber went to her room on 
the third floor with one of the nurses 
and prepared for bed. She was a power- 
ful woman, weighing about 150 pounds. 
Suddenly she threw the nurse aside and 
darted to the window. Another nurse 


d her but Mrs. Heubner over- 
powered her and opened the window. 

Benjamiz Davis, a male attendant 

who was‘in the court in ‘the rear of the 











building; heard the cries of the nurses 
and: saw ‘Mrs. Heubner climbing on: to 
the window sill: He started up the fire 
escape, but just before he reached her 
Mrs. Heubner jumped. She struck a 
storm shed, breaking her neck, and her 
body fell heavily to the pavement of the 
court. Dr. Ogilvie said she had been 
killed instantly. 

The theory was’ advanced last: night 
that Mrs. Heubner’s nérvous breakdown 
was due.in part to worry oyer. relatives 
who are participators in the war in Eu- 
rope. ‘She was of German birth, ane 
according to Dr. Henry Kreuder of 159 
West Ninety-first Street all of. her rel- 
atives and.-many of her: friends were in 
Germany. Many of them, it was un- 
derstood, were in the thick: of the 
fighting. 

Mr. and Mrs. Heubner went to Europe 
early last Summer and were in German 
when the. war started... The trip, whic 
had been planned as leasant holiday, 
was brought to a tngte ending by the 
war. 

Mrs. Heubner was 38 years old. Cor-4 
oner Herman Hellenstein, who was sum- 
moned to the sanitarium, gave her hus- 
band permission to remove the: body. .

jAs a Result, He Says, Many 
American Manufacturers Have 
Substituted Inferior Goods. 


'|FOREIGN AGENTS INVOLVED 


it Is Alleged That in Some Instances 
They Have Conspired to Defraud 
Their Own. Governments. 


‘Information. reached Tum ‘Timms yes- 
térday that at least one of the Govern- 
ments: allied’ against Germany inthe 
war had’ appointed. a confidential agent 
to investigate quietly rumors*that had 
reached Europe-to the effect that the 
Allies were being swindled in a vast 
majority of the purchases of war sup- 
plies. mad in the: United States. The 
confidential agent whose name was 
given was visited at his hotel by a Timms 
reporter yesterday. After insisting that 
his name be withheld from publication 
because of the secrecy of his mission, 
he confirmed the report. He could not 
begin to estimate the total amount 
which graft in the buying of war sup- 
plies had aggregated during the seven 
months of the war, he said, but de- 
clared that it ran well into millions. 

_ “TI have been conducting this investi- 
gation for.more than three months,”’ 
Said the agent. -‘‘ Some of the things I 
have found out would be amazing, but 
they will never be made. public, unless 
in history. In one case, where an order 
was given for 100,000 pairs of shoes to 
be made of the strongest leather ob- 
tainable, the ‘commissions’ taken from 
the amount the Government in question 
had to pay for the shoes amounted to 
25. cents on each pair. or $25,000 on the 
entire order. An order for 150,000 pairs 
of shoes was placed in America when 
the first consignment had been deliv- 
ered. The commissions were even high- 
er on. this order. But the Government 
had to have shoes’ and needed them 
quickly. Another order for 250,000 pairs 
was placed here, and the commissions 
were still larger.

Phis will not-sournd sd. strange when 
e. circumstances under which: these 
por are bought. have. been. explained. : 
Eaeh of the Allies has hundreds—one ‘of 
them: over. a: thousand—military! and 
other agents in this country to buy war 
supplies. The, military -agents.. know 
little of business’and many of them do 
not, speak English. They ‘deal with the 
American manufacturers through a 
most circuitous route. ‘There. are ‘ busi- 
ness. representatives’ associated with 
the . military .agents who deal with 
American agents representing in some 
cases brokers, who in turn place the or— 
ders ‘with the manufacturers of the 
goods. Often there are even more hands 
through which ;the transactions must 
pass. 

““A fair and stated commission on the 
purchases is due the brokers if the 
business must continue through their 
hands—say 2 per cent. would be about 
just. But I regret to say’ that not a 
few of the agents actually appointed by 
the. foreign Governments are culpable 
to the same extent that the horde of 
hangers-on who encourage them | to 
transact business through their hands 
are guipable in demanding ‘exorbitant 
commissions -from the manufacturers 
under threat of placing the orders else- 
where unless the conditions are met. 

Inferior Goods Sold. 


“The natural result is that the: man- 
ufacturer, who must subtract so many 
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commissions from the total he is to 
receive for his supposedly best grade 
goods, supplies goods of a very inferior 
grade instead of the goods bargained 
for, thus allowing himself a large profit 
in spite of the commissions. The com- 
missions charged on the shoes I have 
mentioned is only a detail. There have 
been many times the number of. shoes 
I mentioned purchased by other Govern- 
ments than mine since the war began.

mass meeting on ‘Women and Pol- 
itics ” at Cooper Union last evening. It 
was a claque’ which applauded things 
not favorable to:women. It was made 
up of young men, not © habitués of 
Cooper Union, who sat at one side of 
the ‘hall, and without disorder clapped 
and cheered when opposing questions 
were asked, 

The meeting was under the auspices of 
the People’s Institute and the Manhat- 
tan Woman Suffrage Party. . Dr. Katha- 
rine B. Davis, Commissioner of Cor- 
rection, spoke,. and one question that 
the claque applautea was called out. by 
a young man from that side of the room: 
““Why are conditions so bad in the 

*risons? Why"doesn't Dr. Davis make 
hem better? They are worse than rr 
ever were. I have been In prison and I 
know.’’ 

It was the speaker's second question f 
and was out of order, so it was put 
down by. the Chairman.of the meeting, 
Mrs. James Lees Laidlaw, and the 
hisses of the audience, but the claque 
gave it a cheer. 

Later these young men said they did 
not belong to an organization, but had

‘Why haven't the women been doing 
baaathing to avert war?’’ the ques- 
tioner wanted to know. ‘“ Haven’t they 
been the teachers and the mothers? 
What ideals have they given the chil- 
dren? They have given them the ideals 
of soldiers. and murderers. You have 
your tea salons and your. graceful Ros- 
setti poses.  Whut have you done to 
avert war?’’ The claque cheered and 
applauded.

*God Pity Belgium if the De- 
cision Stands!” Cries Minis- 
ter van Dyke at The Hague. 


MUST TAKE NORTH COURSE 


No More Permits to Touch at Eng- 
lish Ports for Coal—Efforts to 
Feed People May Fail. 


THE HAGUE, (via London,) March 2. 
-— The German Government has deter- 
minéd to refuse to grant any more safe 
conducts for American relief ships to 
touch at English ports for coal on the 
homeward voyage, according to advices 
received here. It is also reported on the 
same authority that a permit for the,re- 
turn voyage to the United States will be 
given only_to vessels which take, the 
course north of the Shetland Islands. 

It. is. considered in influential. cireles in 
Holland that the efforts of the Amer- 
ican Commission of Relief to save the 








civilian population .of. Belgium from: 
starvation are thus threatened with. im- | 
mediate danger, as Rotterdam is .the 
only practicable port through which the ' 
Belgians can be fed, and it: is argued 
that the relief ships must be able to pro- 
ceed to and from that port by the direct! 
route with a safe conduct under the com- 
mission flag, or the whole work of relief 
will become absolutely hopeless for prac- 
tical reasons. 

Thé American Minister to The Nether- 


lands, Henry van Dyke, on being ap- 
prised of this report, said: 

“TI am infinitely sorry for this. I 
have done 4 best to get a better an- 
swer from erlin,. but none comes. 
Surely ships engaged in this humane 
work ought to be sacred, but it seents 
not. Just now the case looks dark. 
pity Belgium if the decision stands! ”’

The audience roared at this last sug- 
gestion, 

“If you can tell me of any suffragist 
who ever as much as suggested : that 
men had horns I will do my utmost to 
see that she never stands on a suffrage 
platform,” said Mrs. Laidlaw. ‘‘ The 
suffragists believe more in men ,than 
any other women.

She said it seemed unnecessary to talk 
suffrage when it would be so much bet- 
ter service to talk of ways and means 
of improving conditions, and that it 
was hard for her ‘to make a suffrage 
speech.

The regulations are: 

First—All foodstuffs must be the ab- 
solute property of the Commission for 
the Relief of Belgium—that is, either 
donated to the commission or pur- 
chased by it from donated funds. 

Second—That foodstuffs ‘must be- 
come the property of the commission 
at the port of departure. In no othor 
way can the safety of delivery to Bel- 
gium be secured.

The. enemy is*continuing the bombardment of Ossowets with shells of very 
large calibre. 

Between the Pissa and Rosoga Rivers our troops are developing their offen- 
sive, and are approaching the road between Myszynieo and: Kolno. 

In the region of Przasnysz the énemy, pressed by us, is retiring precipi- 
tately, on Jamow and Miawa. Our troops are also-carrying out successful 
operations in the section nearest the Vistula, in the region south of Radzanow. 
On the left bank of the Vistula there has been no change. 

In the Carpathians the Austrians, bringing up large. forces of artillery, es- 
sayed a vigorous attack, but without result, against a district extending over 
forty miles between the Rivers Ondawa and San. 

On the day before columns of Austrian infantry were concentrating within 
rifle fire of our positions. Their first attacks were directed on the night of 
Feb. 28, and at dawn against the region of. Tworilene, where, however, the 
Austrians suffered enormous losses. In the centre, in the neighborhood of 
Raba and Radzeiouw, an extraordinarily: stubborn and furious battle raged 
during the entife day of Feb. 28, the desperate, attacks of the enemy often end- 
ing in hand-to-hand fighting. Losses of the enemy were very great. Al] the 
slopes of the mountains and the ravines were strewn with Austrian dead. Many 
of the enemy’s units were exterminated to the last man. 

In the district north of Stropko the enemy, on the night of March 1, deliv- 
ered six attacks in massed formation, but these on every occasion were dis- 
persed by our rifle and machine gun fire. After having repulsed the sixth at- 
tack our infantry charged with bayonet and finally overthrew the Austrians, 
who disappeared from our positions. 

‘“ ‘The total number of prisoners taken by us in the last few days is about.1,000. 

A new attack upon Hill No. 992, near Koziouwka, was repulsed and the 
aay who invaded Dastern Galicia checked. 

the roads leading from Halicz to Stanislau the Austrians suffered a con- 
siderable defeat, after which they fell back. Near Slelce we captured seven- 
teen officers and 1,250 men, with four machine guns, 

On March 1 attempts by’ the Turks to make a counter-attack in the Trans- 
Choruk region were repulsed, with heavy losses to the enemy. We also had 
successful engagements in the Olti region. Blsewhere there has been no change. 


GERMANY. 


BERLIN.—In the eastern arena of the war the Russian advances to the 
southeast and south of the Augustowo forest have resulted in failure. . Russian 
night attacks to the northeast of Lomza and to the east of Plock have been 
repulsed. 

Renewed French attacks in the Champagne district have, in most cases, 
already been repulsed. The French were in strong force, Before the German 
fire their losses were enormous. At some places there were hand-to-hand en- 
counters, but in ajl of them we were victorious. We hold firmly our positions. 

In the Argonne district we have taken sevéral trenches, capturing eighty 
prisoners and five mine throwers. 

French attacks on Vauquois have been driven back. 

The advantages won by us in the Vosges during the past few days have 
been maintained, in spite of violent counter-attacks on the part of the enemy. 
The French losses were especially heavy during an attack yesterday evening 
at a point east of Celles. 








AUSTRIA. 


VIENNA.—In the western section of the Carpathians several Russian 
counter-attacks have been repulsed. We have maintained the positions which 
we had previously gained. 

South of the Dniester the fighting continued yesterday, the attacks of the 
enemy. being repulsed. We still hold our ground against attacks which are 
often made by forces numerically. superior to ours. 

In Poland and Western Galicia there have been only artillery engagements. 
Calm prevails in Bukowina, where the situation is unchanged. 


FRANCE. 


PARIS.—(Night Report)—From the sea to the Aisne there have been artil- 
lery duels, often fairly spirited, in which we have had the advantage. 

On the whole front of the section near Rheims, especially at the Alger 
Farm, near Pompelle Fort, the enemy this morning delivered attacks, which 
were easily repulsed. 

Between Souain and Beausejour our progress continued at several points, 
where we gained a footing in the woods, which had been fortified by the 
enemy, and we have progressed beyond the crest of the hills in that region. In 
the course of the last few days strong counter-attacks have been repulsed. 

In the Argonne, in the region of Vauquois, all our gains of yesterday were 
maintained, and we captured about 100 prisoners. Near Pont-a-Mousson a 
night attack by the Germans-at the Forest of Lepretre failed. 

There is nothing new to report on the rest of the front. 

(Day Report)—Between the sea and the Aisne the day was fairly quiet. The 
enemy attacked only to the southeast of St. Eloi, south of Ypres. He was re- 
pulsed by British forces. 

In Champagne Rheims was again bombarded, about fifty shells falling into 
the town. 

In spite of the storm our progress continued between Perthes and Beause- 

jour during the whole day, notably to the northwest of Perthes. To the north- 
east of Mesnil and to the north of: Beausejour we hold the chief positions par- 
allel to our attacking line... It is confirmed that the contingents of guards 
which made counter-attacks on our forces during Sunday night sustained very 
heavy losses. 
.,. In the Argonne, in the Bagatelle-Marie Therese section, there has been mine 
“and, infahtry fighting in an .gdvance trench which ‘we reoccupied, after having 
‘mnomentarily abandoned it. In-the region of Vauquois, we have progressed, and 
held ground captured by two counter-attacks and made some prisoners. 

In the Vosges, at La Chapelotte, we have captured trenches and gained 300 
meters of ground.

Happily this pol- 
icy of starving out which is sanctioned 
by international law has its natural 
limits,”’

MANILA, \Mareh 2,—Conditions ; are

are taking place every day in the public 
squares of Singapore. Hundreds of mu- 
tineers are said to be still at large, and 
it is considered possible that an entire 
regiment was involved in the revolt. 
Thedatest reports are to the effect that 
fifteen Germans from the detention camp 
joined the mutineers. Ten of them have 
been recaptured, it is said, and sen- 
tenced to long terms of imprisonment.

‘Englishmen are: no doubt - justified 
in treating the political opinions of Shaw 
and .Wells with contemptuous. indiffer- 
ence,’’: says Mr. .Bland, ‘“*‘ but are not 
justified in, shutting their eyes to the 
possible effects of these utterances on 
public opinion abroad, or leaving. them 
to do their pernicious work unchallenged 
and unrebuked.’’ . 

Speaking of -Mr. Shaw’s ‘‘ common- 
sense ’’ pamphlet; Mr. Bland says: 

“ The mass .of his countrymen since the 
outbreak of the war have had enough 
serious things to think about and to do 
without troubling themselves to digest 
the pasquinades of this literary’ harle- 
quin. To judge from current. opinion 
most Englishmen regard these eccentrici- 
ties and excesses of Shaw’s genius. much 
in the same way as they regard the well- 
advertised Red Cross activities of cer- 
tain. ladies of the theatrical and fashion- 
able world, -but in America, where he 
commands a far wider. circle of readers, 
there can be no doubt he has rendered 
services to Germany sufficient to: en- 
title him to the Iron Cross at the hands 
of the Kaiser. The conditions under 
which his mud-slinging is done make it 
certain that some of it will stick, to the 
prejudice herent of our national in- 
terests in the d r4 of reckoning: .

The English information service, which 
was practically of-no assistance at the 
beginning of the war, is now much:better 
than the German, according to a man 
whose own sources of information are 
unusual, and whose has just got back 
from England.

The Committee on Rules of the Senate 
is flatly opposed to any curtailment’ of 
the right of debate, and its members re- 
fuse-to modify their, views. even,in the 
stress of the prolonged filibuster against 
the Ship Purchase bill. . These. old Sen- 
ators for the most part can remember 
the historic Democratic. filibuster that 
killed the Force bill, and they do not 
wish to deprive themselves. now. when 
they control the Senate of what is the 
strongest protection of the minority. 

It was chiefly to take the subject.out 
0: the hands of the hostile Committee on 
Rules that the forty-one Senators sign- 
ing the petition called on the majority 
leader to name a special committee. As 
named by him the committee will sympa- 
thize with” plan to bring about a .cur- 
tailment of discussion.

For this reason the top floor is prefer- 
able to a lower room, as the escape 
of fumes is not likely to attract the 
attention of the neighbors. 

The materials ahold be pure. They 
may be bought from dealers in chem- 
ical and puermsceutions products, and 
should purchased at different 
places, in order that the merchant 
may have no suspicion of what you 
are going to make. 

We wish meet earnestly that if you 
Gesire to engineer a work of this sort 
you. make sure before all else that 
you have a sufficient amount of mon- 
: rwise yon may be put out into 
the ‘street and find your work and 
trouble all in vain. 

We recommend that you omit no 
precaution. necessa. to avoid at- 
tracting the Rttention of the _ police, 
Avoid mixing in public and take care 
not.to be seen with companions who 
are known. 

Do not work except when necessary; 
make no experiments. Above all, we 
recommend t you never make ex- 
plosives for the mere‘ pleasure of it. 
All. you..do beyond enough is useless

Take heed that among the various 


kinds of explosives. and -bombs you 
always choose the one most easily

There aré various forms of recep- 
tacles for “their tre that will burst 
and scatter, their fragments in every 
direction. he most effective is the 
spherical Bi} In order to make it 
explode properly you should adopt a 
fuse that will burn just fast enough to 
give you time to a safety and to 
explode. at. the moment. .This 
should. be mip.ced within the socket of 
the container. The best metal is iron 
or steel, though. brass, copper. or 
bronze will do, Zinc or. wood is less 
desirable, and lead is altogether use- 
less. 

The weight and cost of various explo- 
sives of the standard bomb compounds. 
are given in considerable detail, h 
their cost in Italian money, as well ag 
the proper weights and cost of scales, 
‘thermometers, retorts, and a mixing 
bowl. The total cost of the apparatus 
recommended is 46 lire, about $9.

the whole day among its trees. It 
also represents the ancient idea, so 
difficult to combat, that a city park 
must be a place for ‘varied public 
amusements, instead of a.combination 
of lawn, grove, and, garden in the 
heart of the town. The removal of 
the menagerie would certainly be a 
great.relief to the neighborhood. The 
croaking of frogs at night may be not 
unpleasant in a residential neighbor- 
hood near a park with ornamental 
ponds, but the roaring of lions. and 
tigers can surely be dispensed with. 
We have one of the finest Zoological 
Gardens in. the world, and the sooner 
we can get rid of the superannuated 
menagerie in the midst of dwellings 
the better. There will be many pro- 
tests, and doubtless some will be in- 
spired by the best intentions. ~But 
there is much more to be said in 
favor of removing the animals than 
can be fairly said in favor of keeping 
them‘in the Park.

GOVERNMENT FINANCES. 

Last month the Treasury’s revenue 
exceeded that’ collected im February, 
1914. But the expénditures increased 
so that the month’s deficit was about 
$12,500,000. When revenues increase 
and still the country runs behind: at 
the rate ‘of $150,000,000 a year the 
Administration has not redeemed its 
promise of economy and efficiency. 
It is idle to recite what the Adminis- 
tration has dorie which it was not 
elected to do, and to recount the great 
advantages to the country. That is 
no part of the mandate’ on which 
pdwer was given. If the Administra- 
tion had produced-the resources which 
it is expending, and for which it is 
rupainig: ‘up. dbligations to spend al- 
most without limit, its extravagance 
and innovations ‘might have been 
condoned, even perhaps might be 
praised. But’ the country wilt" not 
listen to claims for exeellence in any 
respect while the deficit is running 
up at the February rate. ; 
_ The war cannot be blamed for our 
expenses, for We are at peace. The 
war cannot beblamed for reduction 
of Pevenve, when the. revenue in- 
creases. The reduction of “the tariff 
duties cannot’ be blamed for a deficit 
of $83,356,622 ‘actually, and growing 
at-a. larger tate, since the loss of 
customs was about: $3,000,000 tor 
February, approximately equal to the 
gain on- internal: revenue. ‘No. doubt 
the Administration‘has- tried its best,

QUESTIONS OF DEFENSE. 

It was perfectly natural that Secre- 
tary GARRISON should order an im- 
Mediate investigation of the reported 
connéction of \certain army ‘officers 
with a proposed new American Legion 
or league for national defense; and it 
is not to be doubted that, the result 
of -the inquiry will turn out to be 
satisfactory to the War Depart- 
ment. The proposed league can serve 
no purpose’ of national defense other 
than to make and keep a roster 
of able-bodied men who ‘have done 
militagy duty or are fit to do it. Such 
a list, kept out of the War Depart- 
ment, might be valuable tn an emer- 
gency, or it might not. -We are firmly 
convinced, however, that the War 
Department and its various branches 
are better equipped than’ any civilian 
organization to look after the land de< 
fenses of this country. 








There is, however, a great deal of 
justification for the restless feeling 
betrayed by many private citizens in 
regard to the defective condition of 
our defenses and the general lack of 
preparation for an emergency. /The 
action of the conference on the Naval 
bill, which as it passed the Senate 
was acceptable to the people, is most 
unsatisfactory. Five’ seagoing sub- 
marines in one order were not too 
many for a navy unprovided with a 
single boat. of that sort, at atime’ 
when the importance of the sub- 
marine in naval warfare has just been |, 
so clearly demonstrated. It is no 
wonder that the American people feel 
worried. 








. RAILWAY FACT AND THEORY. 
The facts and- arguments of the 
report of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
show that upon the questions which 
it covers and raises the country has 
rédthed, the ‘branching .of the rdéads: 
If not yet, then soon the country must 
decide whether it will proceed with 
the regulation of rates upon the the- 
ories whick have broken down or 
amend them accerding to the teach- 
ings of experience, as the Interstate 
Commerce Commission already has 
done. 
not revised its-position the Pennsyl- 
vania report could not have. been 
written in itS present form. How 
delicately balanced is the - situation 
appears from the fact that an income 
of $181,184,822 eft only $2,363,000 
above dividends of $29,952,186. The 
year’s loss of earnings applicable to 
dividends was double the balance over 
dividends paid. In short, this road, 
which used to put as much back into 
the property for the gervice of the 
public as it paid its owners, now has 
practically no surplus. The country 
is suffering with the railway, in fact 
is. suffering more than the railway. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad is so much 
above the average that the condition 
of other roads must be worse. .Taken 
as a whole-the gross earnings, of the 
railways of the country declined in 
1914. That decline follows a loss 
which has been exceeded only once. 








Never before has there been in the 
recent era consecutive years of losses. 
Sequences of gains have been the 
country’s happy experience until now, 
ranging up to 18 per cent. Never be- 
fore 1914 has there been a loss of 
9.5 per cent., or-an average loss over 
two years of over 7 per cent. . That 
tendency must be checked or the 
country will regret it more than the 
railways. 

President Rwga’s report leaves no 
doubt of what, is necessary to. turn 
the tide. More than $1,000,000 was 
added to the company’s expenses by 
the full-crew law. The» sérvices of 
the company ‘were requisitioned with- 
out adequate payment for both the 
mails and the parcel post. There have 
beén great lossés of revenue while 
awaiting decisions of commissions 
which. were: given in the railways’ 
favor. ‘There Have been repeated 
laws for economic wastes without al- 
lowanges for any means of collecting 
corresponding revenues. As a result 
the railways have beén crippled in ‘the 
means for meeting the requirements 
of their duties to the public. The 
Pennsylvania. wishes .to install elec- 
tric, motive power on its main line 
from Philadelphia : to- Paoli, duplicat- 
ing the great work done in. this city.’ 
Telegraph and telephone wires ought 
to be placed underground, many 
grade Crossings, ought to be remedied, 
better signal apparatis ought to be 
installed, and so on through a long 
list. These improvements are more 
for the’ benefit the: public than, for

That policy has been carried so far 
that now -if regulation is to be con- 
tinued it must be altered to include 
the advance of rates in case of neces- 
sity. The Commission already had 
perceived jt, and its. recent decision 
allowed advances which it had reso- 
lutely refused in reconsidered: deci- 
sions. But President Rea is relent- 
less. He insists that the Commission 
must go further and protect the rail- 
ways against Gompulsory waste of 
their resources, both by legislation 
and by awards of Governmental 
bodies. When such burdens ‘are 
placed upon the railways the Inter- 
state Commission must increase pre- 
vious rates, not for the sake of the 
railways but for the sake of their 
patrons, -not to mention the general

This is what may be called preventive 
policing.’

“Five Orchestral Pieces” or his 
‘“* Kammersinfonie ” that are responsible 
for most of the disturbance and that 
have left most of their hearers in‘a be- 
wildered, if not a resentful and angry, 
frame of mind. A few may have«heard 
within a few weeks the pieces for piano- 
forte that are quite on a par with them 
in dissonant unintelligibility, put before 
the public by an ardent yotng apostle 
of the dissonant and the unintelligible. 

With these things the gudience last 
evening needed to have no concern. The 
sextet offers nothing m the way of sich 
difficulties to listeners at all familiar 
with the material of music of the pres- 
ent day; and it may show how Schitn- 
berg, like his elders, if not his betteis, 
stands on the shoulders of his predeces- 
sors, no mattsr how ¢ar he may have 
ne in his own way. The composition 
in one movement, though there are 
several well-d. fined sections. It is *“ pro- 
gramme music,’ The tle, “‘ Verk- 
larte. Nacht,’’ refers to.a poem printed 
at the head of the score, anrextract from 
Richard Dehmel’s ‘“‘ Weib und Welt.” 
No mention of this..was made on ihe 
programme, nor was the poem printed, 
either in the original or in a transja- 
tion; nor even a synopsis of it. _Those 
who. wish the omission. explained have 
only to get the verses and read them. 

This sextet is not, however, programme 
Tuusic of the most iverel tendency, and 
that it can stand by itself without the 
meed of interpretation its reception last 
erening showed. Schénberg: still dis- 
closes in it the influences both in melodic 
quality and in harmonic traits of the 
later Wagner and the earlier Strauss. 
It..is. in certain passages prolix; in 
certain passages it shows sentimentality 
and even an almost cloying sweetness. 
But it has conspicuous beauties, and it 
seems truly sincere. The epenee sec- 
tion is deeply poetical, dark in color, 
gloomily. suggestive in. mood. There are 
pores of passionate eloquence and there 

imaginative power long sustained. 
The harmony is bold and striking; of 
the. adventurous, though the Schénberg 
of this period had not cast: loose from 
the teachings of the past, and there is 
little te disturb the ear of the modern 
listener. One of the most noteworthy 
qualities-of the sextet is the skill and 
resource shown in: the writing -for the 
instruments, in the variety, e effec- 
tiveness, often the originality, the keen 
sense of beauty disclosed in. their treat- 
ment. It ig a composition that could be 
taken as a most auspicious beginning 
for an instrumental composer, however 
he may have strayed since into impas- 
sable mazes. 

The sextet was followed by a more re- 
cent production of modern art, Kodaly’s 
quartet, of which two moyements. were 
played,» and : ded by. another 
that now has the serene’ and unassail- 
able outlook of a ‘classic; \“Brahms’s 
quartet in A,: Op. 51, No. 2.~-At the end 
came Boccherini’s quintet in.

dner, viola, and Hyman Bisenberg, 
violoncello. The performance had great 
features of ensemble; and Schinberg’s 
sextet, extraordinarily complicated and 
difficult, especially in intonation, were 
played with superlative finish and power.

URGES “FEARLESS STAND 


Tells Congrégation to Ignore Sneers 
and Shrugs and Adopt S ne At- 
titude—Raps High Church.

TP ‘ aaerigiin is founded ‘on the af- 
fection of. two persons. for each other, 
as marriage in America is.supposed to 
be,” said the Rev. Percy Stickney 


+Grant at yesterday's Lenten. Service in 


the Church of the Ascension, ‘of which 
+e is pastor, ‘‘ with. the disappearance 
of such sentiment, disappears the only 
ground for the marriage.” 

After giving a brief history of the 
divorce law in England from the es- 
tablishment of the State Church to the 
report of the Royal Commission pub- 
lished in 1912,. Dr. Grant said that the 
present tendency on the part of even 
fhe most conservative nations toward a 
more liberal attitude regarding the dis- 
solution of unhappy. marriages was due 
to. the change in the position of woman. 

“The old marriage laws,"’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘ considered women merely the 
chattels of their husbands. We are 
told in thé Ten’ Commandments not to 
covet our neighbor’s wife, and are for- 
bidden in the same sentence to covet 
his ox or his ass or anything that is 
his. There is no idea of spiritual wrong 
to the neighbor involved in this pro- 
hibition merely that of property wrong. 
The Hebrew point of view at this time 
Was @ survival of the period when wives 
were bought and sold. 

“This conception of the wife as the 
property of the husband continued in 
a more or less. modified form until a 
comparatively recent date. We find that 
most: of the poetry and romance of the 
Middle Ages dealt with interests and 
attachments. outside family life, and 
many of them were inimical to its/com- 
fort. The vast majority of marriages 
were arranged. by the parents or rela- 


tives of the contracting parties, and 
the question of mutual love was re- 
garded: as negligible or at best sec- 
ondary, 

‘In the last hundred years, however, 
the property idea has gone, and Amer- 
ica~at least does not stand for the mar- 
riage of convenience. If the only basis 
for the marriage is :ove, why, in the 
event of that love being» changed to 
loathing, should the marriage continue? 
Woman is no longer a chattel. - She 
has attained an economic independence 
which gives her the privilege of remain- 
ing- unmarried, if she so chooses, with- 
out sacrifice of dignity, and she is no 
longer forced to remain married to a 
man who is abhorrent to her in order 
to. be supported.” 

The present law of the Episcopal 
Church, which recognizes only one cause 
for divorce and which permits its clergy 
to remarry only the innocent party in a 
divorce obtained upon this ground, was 
characterized by Dr. Grant as “ not 
Protestant, not English, and- hot mod- 
ern.’ 

“It is Roman and mediaeval,’’ he 
added, ‘‘and does not represent the 
opinion of the majority of the com- 
municants of the Church. Its passage 
was due to the High Chureh party, 
which, though smdall, is insistent, and 
which: through ‘its control of domestic 
missions in this country, has obtained 
a larger measure of influence in Church 
Senelis than fits mere numbers - would 
seem to warrant. For. in the govern- 
ment of the Episcopal Church it must 
be remembered a sniall diocese in a re- 
mote Western State has the same repre- 
sentation as the Diocese of New York, 
with its great body of communicants.”’ 

Dr. Grant then told his hearers that 
the report of the Royal 
pecommended more liberal divorce laws, 
on the ground that they would, promote 
the well-being of the family rather than 
make for its dissolution. 

“Divorce is not: so. selfishly 
vidualistic as it seems to the ultra- 
conservative,”’ he concluded. “The 
family should be a place where chil- 
dren can be trained to the highest con- 
ception of love and duty. There could 
be no greater obstacle to their proper 
development than distrust and discord 
between their parents. Take a sane 
and fearless attitude on this question of 
divorce, and do not let yourselves be 
put down. by sneers or shrugs.’’ 


A RUBINSTEIN CONCERT. 


Mr. Hofmann Plays Two Concertos 
in the ‘“‘Master Composers” Series. 


The third in the series of master 
composers’ concerts ’”’ was given,by the 
New York Symphony Orchestra,. under 
Mr. Damrosch’s' direction, yesterday 
afternoon in Carnegie Hall. Like the 
others in this series, it was dominated 
by.a master pianist, playing concertos 
for the piano, namely, Mr. Josef Hof- 
mann. The master composer wis 
“Rubinsteir, and the orchestral music 
by him consisted of two of the “ Bal 
Costumé"’ pieces, originally written for 
two players, on the piano, transcribed 
for orchestra, * Toreador and Anda- 
lusian’’ and “ Pilgrim and Fantasy,” 
and the symphonic poem, ‘‘La Rus- 
sie.” Mr. Hofmann played two of 
Rubinstein’s concertos, those in D 
minor and in G major. 

Much might be said as to the choice 
of Rubinstein as a representative ‘‘mas- 
ter’? in such a series; some would con- 
jecture that the choice was made that 
Mr. Hofmann might perform an act of 
piety toward his old master. Much 
might also be said about Mr. Hofmann’s 
playing. There is little to say about 
the music of Rubinstein heard yester- 
day. The costume ball movements were 
once popular ‘tems of popular concert 
Programmes, but they are Hardly that 
now. The symphonic poem ‘‘La Rus- 
sie" Is a dull compilation of folk- 
tunes, ending with the Russian national 
anthem. e idea at the bottom of 
this is more interesting than the execu-— 
tion of it; the tunes are those of the 
various peoples which make up the 
Russian: Empire,,and there are some 
ingenious combinations. 

Though it is perceptibly losing its hold 
on life andthe mists are beginning to 
gather about it, the D minor concerto 
is still-one of. the living items of the 
pianist’s repertory. So:much cannot. be 
said oe the concerto in G. It is most 

heard, awd then chiefly on the 
ful iment of a desire to honor the com- 
poser’s memory. For this reason; it 
may be imagined, Mr. Lhévinne resus- 
years ago. There are 
facile tunes in it, not always highly 
original. .The nost notable part of the 
work is a. rhapsodical. passage in the

movement. There is a singular want 
of skill and. effect in the instrumenta- 
tion: of the accompaniment.

VECSEI MAKES HIS DEBUT. 


Young Hungarian. Pianist Wins Ap- 
plause in Carnegie Hall. 


Desider Josef Vecsei,; a Young Hun- 
garian pianist, made his first appear- 
ance in New York last night at a con- 
cert at Carnegie Hall, in which he had 
the assistance of an orchestra of mem- 
bers of the New York Symphony So- 
ciety, under the direction of Victor 
Kolar.

r. Vecsei revealed several good qual- 
ities in his playing. He has a good tone 
and a clear, crisp style, when he is at 
his best, together with emotional force 
and a fairly active sense of values in 
contrasts and effects. He plays with 
sincerity and conviction. But there are 
slight technical limitations on his ambi- 
tions, as was made evident in some of 
the bravura passages of Liszt's con- 
certo, and he showed last night a ten- 
dency some pianists have to strike 
wrong notes with no apparent reason. 
What is most important is that he did 
not always display the breadth and 
power that is required for the conditions 
under which he was appearing. 

The accompaniment furnished by the 
orchestra, especially in the trying Liszt 
number, was not faultless, although, its 
‘solo’ mumbers were very agreeavly 
done under Mr. Kolar’s direction. "he 
soloist Was very WAEREy applauded hy 
the audience, and at’the end played an 
encore. While his appearance did not 
ecnstitute'an unqualified success, it was 
nevertheless interesting from seyc 
standpoints.

The work of rescué is continuing, and 
is aided. by rescue car No. 8 of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, which | W 
reached the scene tonight.

The mine in which the explosion took 
place connects with another mine, each 
employing, eighty men, all of whom are 
believed: to have been in the pits. Res- 
cue parties were at once organized, and 
the fans were set going within fifteen 
minutes after the explosion. 

The explosion occurred in Mine 3, 
great volumes of smoke pouring out ot 
the openings. Throngs of excited peo- 
ple hurried from near-by mining towns, 
and rescue parties were formed to pene- 
trate the workings in the hope that some 
of the entombed men might be found 
alive. 

As the day wore on = additional 
volunteers entered the mine, and b 
noon two forces of twenty men eac 
were clearing away the fallen coal and 
rock in the main entry. of mine No. 3. 
Half a mile from-the opening they came 
across a miner; badly hurt and unable 
tc tell anything about the explosion. 
Here they encountered a mass of débris, 

Assistance was hurried to the mine 
from nearby towns, and a rescue car 
of the Bureau of Mines was ordered 
from Glenallum, W. Va., to the scene, 


LITTLE INDIAN SCARED. 


Theatre Lights and Pale Faces Make

Evi- 
dence wag produced by the Broadway 
Club tending to show,that no boys under 
18 years could take part in any boxing 
contest under its jurisdiction, and the 
commissioners, Messrs. O'Neil, Dixon, 
and Price ruled that there was no ac- 
tion they could take in the matter. 

Agent Matschke informed ‘the commis- 


Sioners that he had no specific case on 
which his gocie could base a com- 
plaint, but he cited a number of in- 
stances that had been reported where 
it was contended that boys as young as 
16 years had been allowed to box. 

To refute these charges, Manager John 
Weismantle of the Broadway Club gave 
evidence himself, and also brought the 
club’s physician, Dr, Kenna, to deny the 
accusations. Dr, Kenna asserted that 
he would pass no boy who in his opini- 
ion was under the legal age limit, He

Friends of "Mrs. Edna Potter Hall, the 
young woman who was found dead on 
Monday evening in the: Hotel Windsor 
in Philadelphia after her escort, Charles 
St. Clair, had committed suicide, ex- 
pressed the corviction last night that 


St, Clair had lured her to Philadelphia 
by the promise of a high-salariéd place 


as a moving-picture actress and had 


jforced her’ py thréatening her ‘with ‘a 


revolver to go to the hotel, wheré he 
The persons 
who advanced this belief were boarders 
in Miss Ramsey’s apartment at 217 
West Thirty-fourth Street, wae Mrs. 
Hall also lived. 

“St. Clair had a revolver with him 
when he came here last Saturday af- 
ternoon,” one of Miss Ramsey’s boarders 
said. ‘‘ He had it wrapped ina news- 
paper and carried it under his arm, ex- 
plaining that, in carrying it in this 
manner, he was ‘ within the law’ and 
could not bé arrested for having a con- 
cealed weapon. Mrs, Hall saw it and 
mentioned it to the other pergons in 
the house before she left for Philadel- 
phia, but she was so enthusiastic over 
the prospect of making lots of money so 
that she could support her invalid hus-~ 
tand that she did not question St. Clair 
about the weapon. 

Sought to Escape from St. Olair. . 

“Mrs. Hall told us last week that 
she intended to stay in New York only 
one more week, so that she could send 
her husband a little more money, and 
that she was going to Boston or some 
other city then where St. Clair could 
not find her. She said that he had 
threatened her life once because he was 
jealous of her’and that she was afraid 
of him. On Saturday. afternoon he came 
to the apartment and seemed in gobd 
spirits. He told her that he had pro- 
cured a position for her with a large 
moving-picture company and that she 
would have to go to Philadelphia with 
him immediately to join a party of sixty 
moving-picture actors and‘ actresses on 
their way to Bermuda. She was work- 
ing in the Liggett store in the Grand 
Central Station here’ as a perfume 
demonstrator at the time, and was de- 
lighted at the opportunity to make the 


big salary he said she would receive. | li 


But .from what we know of her here, 
none of us believe that she let him reg- 
ister her as his wife at the hote] until 
he had threatenéd her with the -re- 
volver he carried.’

PATE DE FOIE GRAS. 


it Is Not Poultry Within the Pur- 
view of the. Tariff. 


The status of pate de foie gras under 
the Tariff act of 1018 was fixed yester- 
day by the Board of General Appraisers 
in a decision in tie protest case of Jules 
Weber of this city. The commodity was 
classified ‘as “‘ poultry prepared in any 
mianner,’’ and duty taken at the rate of 
2 cents per pound. The importer claimed 
free entry under the provision for 
‘* meats of all kinds, prepared or pre- 
served, not specially provided for in this 
section.’ 
Considerable testimony regarding the 
manner of preparing the pate de foie 
gras was given. The article is made of 
goose livers, spices, truffles, and some 
other kind of méat described by a wit- 
ness on ‘the stand as ‘‘ forcemeat,’’ this 
expression being ‘explained to mean put 
through some kind of grinding machine 
to mince it. 
The forcemeat found ‘in the pate and 
certain kindred articles involved in the 
suit consists of pork and the trimmings 
of the:livers. It-is used to line the re- 
nen, after which the livers, truf- 
, and spices are placed within, and 
they in turn covered over with the force-” 
meat. The cover of the receptacle is 
then put on and the cans are hermet- 
Poway sealed. Previous to this process 
ivers and meat are cooked. . The 
whole commodity forms a thick, pasty 
substance except that the truffles re- 
main, about in- their original condition. 
In .deciding. in favor of th importers, 
Judge White says: 
‘* We do not. think the evidence in the 
case brings these commodities (pate de 
foie gras, puree de foie gras, dnd sau- 
sage) within the definition of poultry as 
that term is‘ used in. the statute. We 
adopt the definition of poultry hereto- 
fore used by the board and the courts, 
and conclude that these products, not be- 
ing poultry within the meaning. there 
dad down, cannot be prepared poul- 
try. They are, ' however, meat,. and 
prepared in a very elaborate way. The 
protests are sustained as regards the

‘The report also contains a scathing ar- 
raignment,. of the Colorado. militia for 
its treatment of the striking miners and 
‘4 their “families.

Criticism is directed also at conditions 
in incorporated towns where ‘“ the com- 
panies are permitted to put up a sign 
“* Private Property ’”’ and exclude all ex- 
cept those whom they see fit to permit:

Only 
one, store 1s permitted within the closed 
camp,”’ the report continues, ‘“‘ and this 
is almost invdriably owned and operated 
by the mining company. * * * Places 
of recreation or amusement are scarce- 
ly known, The miner must go to the 
saloon as a place of amusement.”
